Reference is made to your letter dated April 4, 2019, appealing the determination of 
Special Agent in Charge (SAIC) Kim E. Campbell, Secret Service Freedom of Information and 
Privacy Act Officer, regarding your request for information pertaining to any and all 
investigations by the Secret Service into threats against Congresswomen Rashida Talib,

The Secret Service has conducted a search for records responsive to your request. No 
records responsive to your request were located in this search. Based on a review of the search, 
it has been determined that a reasonable search was conducted for responsive records. Pursuant 
to Title 18 of the United States Code, section § 3056, the Secret Service is not charged with the 
protection of members of Congress or authorized to conduct investigations into threats marie 
against them.
